Since government involves coer­ 
cion, however, and coercion is a 
negation of freedom, the power and 
functions of government should be 
limited to the minimum. The bur­ 
den of proof should always rest 
heavily, very heavily, on those who 
would expand its power. Woodrow 
wilson rem inded us that "the his­ 
tory of liberty is the history of lim 
itations of governm ental 
power, 
not the increase of it.*

Increase Shown 
The corn club 
program 
has 
been instrumental, he went on, 
in getting during the past few 
years, an increase of an average 
of 30 bushls per acre on some 
farms. 
An average of only five bushels 
per acre, Brown said, means an 
overall increase in the corn in­ 
come in his county of a million 
dollars annually. 
Dr. Elm er Ellis, president of the 
University of Missouri, introduc­ 
ed as the principal speaker for 
the evening, proved a most inter­ 
esting and pleasing speaker. Dr. 
Ellis came to the University in 
1930 and from 1940 to 1950 was 
dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences. 
Later he was elected 
president. 
He opened his talk by stating 
that no section of the state sends 
as many students to Columbia, in 
proportion to its population, as 
Southeast Missouri. 
The university, he said, is tied 
with Michigan as the fourth larg­ 
est in the country and is the only 
state university with two colleges 
of engineering—the Rolla School 
of Mines and the College of En­ 
gineering. There are, he went on, 
12 institutions that have larger 
engineering colleges, but the qual­ 
ity of the education is 
unsur­ 
passed. As an indication of the 
excellence of the training, in the 
Who’s Who of engineering, only 
four other colleges had more grad- I ^ 
uates listed than the University 1 
of Missouri. 
The demand, by business and ^ 
industry for trained engineers in I ^ 
all fields is so great, Dr. Ellis de- P p 
d ared , that it is impossible to ^ 
meet it, although the registration ^ 
in engineering increases 
yearly, i 
There are 30 percent more en -. 
rolled this year than last. 
He referred to the School of: 
Medicine, and said that now after ( 
a long lapse, the university is on 
the way to giving medical degrees. 
A 450-bed hospital, medical school 
building and nurses .dorm itory, 
costing 1314 million dollars, are 
under construction and the first 
third-year class was accepted this 
past fall since 1908. 
The university, he pointed out, 
draws students from all over Mis­ 
souri and there are 
only four 
counties having less than IO stu­ 
dents enrolled. 
In addition to the on-cam pus ac­ 


tivities, the university has an e x ­ 
tensive off-campus 
program. 
In 
addition to the 9,000 enrolled at 
Columbia, there are 9,000 more 
taking 
correspondence 
courses 
from 
the 
university, 
and 
2,200 
taking nurse training. 


With the acquisition of the Stu­ 
dent Union building, the universi­ 
ty has been able to expand its 
program of conferences and short 
courses and in the 19.34-55 year, 
30,000 adults were interested in 
some short course or conference. 
Dr. Ellis told his listeners he was 
here, not only to address the corn 
club dinner, but to bring the story 
of the $75,000,000 bond issue to be 
voted upon Jan . 24. 
He painted an appalling picture 
of neglect that has 
resulted in 
virtually all 
state 
institutional 
buildings being far overcrowded. 
and, in some cases, dependent and

rolls during the harvest season 
w hen m em bers of the fam ily can 
get jobs and support themselves. 
This tem porarily closed 1150 cas­ 
es in the southeast counties, and 
w hile 866 of those cases have re­ 
applied and have been accepted 
since the end of the cotton season, 
there are still 284 cases that have 
not reapplied. It is possible that

The spe­ 
cial investigator m akes investiga­ 
tions either daytim e or at night, 
and is asked to determ ine w heth­ 
er or not a husband and wife are 
actually separated or the father 
has deserted: to try to dig up 
leads locating the w hereabouts of 
an absent person; determ ine if a 
param our is in the 
house, in 
which case aid is denied; or de­ 
term ine sources of income which 
we are not able to account for. 
“In the last three months the 
work of special investigators has 
resulted in closing 15 cases. While 
this isn’t a large num ber of cas­ 
es, it should be pointed out that 
the very fact that it is common 
know ledge that we are m aking 
special investigations m ay have 
resulted in deterring m any peo­ 
ple from applying for Aid to De­ 
pendent Children.

“I certainly think that the leg­ 
islature deserves credit for giv­ 
ing us enough money to add staff 
to m ake more frequent investiga­ 
tions, and also for strengthening 
the ADC law.

29. The latter resolution not only 
condem ned the objectionable se­ 
crecy in w elfare records, but also 
dem anded that the State W elfare 
Laws be changed to the extent 
that such secrecy be elim inated. 
Mr. P roctor’s letter, we are glad 
to note, m entions num erous cases 
w here parents have assumed the 
financial support of their chil­ 
dren by seeking and taking em ­ 
ploym ent. This is as it should be. 
The letter m entions the 
m any 
people who were rem oved from 
relief rolls for a few m onths d ur­ 
ing the cotton harvesting season. 
It is reported by one Southeast 
M issouri w elfare official that the 
saving to the State during the cot­ 
ton picking season am ounted to 
m ore than $70,000. 
It is regrettable that Mr. C arter 
does not m ention any progress 
m ade in the needed effort to dis­ 
courage and prevent the practice 
apparently being followed by m a­ 
ny women in Southeast Missouri, 
especially by Negro women, of 
giving birth to illegitim ate chil­ 
dren in order to get them on re­ 
lief rolls and thus 
relieve the

honest living. This feature of the 
w elfare program in M issouri, as 


in m any other states, is its worst: 
bringing innocent 
children into 
the world w ith the stigma of ilr 
legitim acy born w ith them. 
We are terribly sorry that Mr. 
C arter’s letter did not or could 
not report some progress in the 
elim ination of illegitimacy. M is­ 
souri new spaper folks will con­ 
tinue their efforts to secure im ­

Urges Use ol Vaccine 
In the Decem ber, 1955 W oman’s 
Home Com panion, Dr. Milton J. 
E. Senn, director of the 
Child 
Study C enter at Yale University, 
has an article full of promise for 
perm anent prevention against po­ 
lio. This m iracle vaccine will be 


in the form of a liquid which can 
be put in a baby’s form ula or 
other food. One teaspoonful will 
confer lasting protection against 
the disease. When will this vac­ 
cine be available for all? P er­ 
haps in two years. 
B ut we can’t w ait two years 
w ithout doing anything. Salk vac­ 
cine, our “bird in the hand,” re­ 
duced polio in M issouri from 661 
cases in 1954 to 276 cases in 1955. 
This was true even though the 
vaccine was given only to chil­ 
dren in the 1st and 2nd grades. It 
is now available to all children 
betw een the ages of I and IO, and 
to all pregnant women. If we are 
to have m aximum protection in 
1956, the vaccine should be given 
now. See your doctor at once.

Fanners Want 
To Know - -

In this concluding article in 
a series on reporting self-employ­ 
ment net earnings from farming 
or ranching for social security 
purposes, I want to stress the due 
dates for filing tax returns which 
must be met by self-employed 
farmers and ranchers in order to 
comply with the law and to ob­ 
tain proper social security credit 
for earnings which apply toward 
old-age and survivors insurance 
protection. 
If you had either true or op­ 
tional net earnings of at least 
$400 in calendar 1955, you must 
file a return, report your net earn 
ings which apply toward social 
security, and pay the social se­ 
curity tax on those earnings. You 
are requested to file as soon as 
possible after January I, 1956; 
you should file not later than A- 
pril 15, 1956. 
While the filing of a declara­ 
tion of estimated income tax is 
primarily an 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service m atter, there is a special 


regulation 
in 
this 
connection 
which I want to help bring to the 
attention of ' self-employed farm ­ 
ers and ranchers. Although a per­ 
son self-employed in a profession 
trade, or non-farm business may 
be required to file an estimate 
of income by April 15 of that 
year, persons who derive at least 
two-thirds of their gross income 
from farming may file their de­ 
claration on or before January 15 
of the following year. If you are 
required to file a declaration of 
your 1955 income and do so on or 
before January 15, 1956, and pay 
the estimated tax at that time, 
your return will not be due un­ 
til April 15, 1956. However, you 
must file your final tax return 
on or before February 15, 1956, 
and pay the total tax at that time, 
if you do not file a declaration 
before January 15, 1956. 
In any case, bear this in mind— 
the completion of Schedule F, or 
Schedule C (including Schedule 
SE) and the payment of the so­ 
cial security tax ,must accompany 
your income tax return. This is 
a responsibility required of you 
under law; by meeting it, more­ 
over, you have the assurance that 
you are getting full credit for your 
taxable earnings which are build­ 
ing old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance protection for you and for 
your family now and in the years 
ahead.

Service office. The social securi­ 
ty office at Cape Girardeau will 
gladly give information and ser­ 
vice on m atters related to social 
security benefits.
